gesticp made by the hon. member 
for North Renfrew' that for a ru¬ 
ral, credit scheme we should issue 
tax-free bonds. I do not agree 
w'tb him. I think tax-free bonds 
are absolutely wrong. It simply 
means that men with surplus 
Wealth would invest in those 
bonds, their investment would 
not be taxable, and the extra tax- 
atioin wpuld have to be paid by 
the masses of 1 the people who can¬ 
not 9a well aford to shoulder the 
burden.

The United Farmers of Alberta 
have for several years past gone 
on record as advocating that a 
provincial bank should be estab¬ 
lished to relieve agriculture in 
the province.

Some valuable information re- 
Jafive to Jh-e importance pf add¬ 
ing mineral matted to the usual 
grhin rations*of blogs -has been 
secured at the Agassiz Experi¬ 
mental Farm during the last two 
winters. 

The mineral mixture used was 
composed of grolund bone meal, 
8 pounds- ground charcoal, 5 
pounds; ground rock phosphate 
5 pounds; and salt, 3 pounds, at 
a cost of 2.7 cents per pound. It 
was fed at the rate of 3- pounds 
to each 100 pounds of meal. 

'In qPder to test this maerial, a 
total of 84 pigs were divided into 
fourteen lots of six pigs each.

This applied not 
only when the uisual trough-feed¬ 
ing method was followed, but 
also when self feeders were used 
and when the meal ration was 
supplemented With cooked pota¬ 
toes.

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EXTRA PRIZES OFFERED 
FOR HONEY AND CALVES

Tfhie first thing is gathering the 
weeds. Thi s should b e done when 
there is no dew upon them. The 
root, stem, flower and seed-pod 
should be tak;en when possible, 
and as soon as convenient they 
should be put in a pre(ss. 

The best press is made by tak¬ 
ing two pieces of .board about 10 
by 16 inches for top and bottom 
and using this ordinary heavy 
comfort felt paper for fillers— 
but the same size as the boards. 
If una!bl e to giet th e felt paper, 
ordnary news paper, folded in 
several thicknesses, does very 
well. 

Arrange the plants in a natural 
and attractive (manner, one be¬ 
tween each sheet or several sheets 
if you have lots off paper. Place 
the top board firmly on tlh( e pile 
and apply a weight of from 20 to 
30 lbs. Leave this frota' 12 to 18 
hours, then take off the weight 
and exchange the fillers for 
fresh dry 1 ones. (Place the used 
ones where thtey will dry, to be 
used again). Replace the weight 
and leave from 24 to 30 hours, 
when the fillers should be replac¬ 
ed again by dry ones. The Weight 
may now be increased to 'firKta 50 
to 60 lbs, and left froftn 7 to 10 
days. 

After the plants are taken out 
of the press, if they are to be 
mounted, it should be done on a 
plain white cardboard of some 
kind. Cover one side of. the 
plant Very lightly with mucilage, 
place it upon the muount in the 
desired position and press down. 

To make it more secure take 
very natfrow strips of plain 
white paper and piercing Very 
small holes on each side of the 
stock, shove the ends of the paper 
strips through) and fasten with 
muidilage. 

As this is a competition in 
which knowledge, skill and neat¬ 
ness count, I Shojuld not say any¬ 
thing about the naJming and ar¬ 
rangement of tjhfe plants'.

WAGE 


ORDER 


New orders setting forth the 
minimum- wage fort various lines 
of industry have just been made 
by the Alberta Minimum] Wage 
Board in accordance with the 
terms of the act as passed by the 
legislature to provide a minimum 
wag e for women. The various in¬ 
dustries covered by the new or¬ 
ders include: Manufacturng not 
less than $12.50 per week; hotels 
and restaurants, $16.50 (seven 
days) ; laundries and cleaning, 
$12.90; personal service occupa¬ 
tions, $14 ;Offfices, $14 ; dh'ops and 
stores $12.50. 

Apprentices’ wages, according 
to th e orders, are to range from 
$6 per week up. Provision is also 
made for the payment of over¬ 
time at not less than the ■mini¬ 
mum wage. 

The new regulations come into 
effect on August 1st and will ap¬ 
ply in the following plaices: Ed¬ 
monton, Calgary, Lethbridge, 
Medicine Hat, Red Deer. Wetas 
kiwin, Camrose, Drumheller' 
Coleman and Redcliff.
